BIBLB REVISION. 



Our readers will be glad to learn 
that; the revised version of the New 
'Testament will be published during the 
coming summer. The New York 
Herald of late date says: "The OUl and 
New Testament sections of the Bible 
Revision Committee were in session 
yesterday in the Bible House for sev- 
eral hours reviewing their work, as it 
had been returned from the hands of 
the English Committee. By a mutual 
arrangement between the English and 
American comnuttces their work is ex- 
changed respectively, and each is riow- 
ed by the other, so that the combined 
judgment in translating shall be the 
■ best that can bo obtained. On the 
26th >nd 27th ult., the New Testa- 
ment section of the American Com- 
mittee linibhed their second revision of 
the Apocalypse, all the rest having 
been previously completed. Their 
work was then sent to England, and 
yesterday tho committee reviewed it 
in the light cf suggestions made by the 
British Committee. President Woolsev, 
Chancellor Ciissby, Drs. C'uamber.s, 
Hitchcock, Shaff and other members 
of the cnmni ttee were present. The 
Old Testament (JomiTuttee have com- 
pleted their work as fur as Job xi., 
subject, however, to revision by the 
British Committee, and also by them- 
selves afterward. 1'liey e.xpect to finish 
their work altogether inthreeyearsmore. 
Tlie O.vford Univcrt-ity presses will 
print t' e Bible as it shall be completed, 
and during, .ue coming summer the 
New Testament is expected to be put 
on the market. The British universi- 
tie. are jiaj^ing the expenses of the com- 
mittee on tlieir side, while the expens- 
es of the American conmiittoe are borne 
by a few men of wealth in and around 
New York. The joint committee have 
decided to print the revised Bible in 
paragraphs according to the sense, 
rather than according to the present 
arrangement of cha])tora and venses. 
The tifth semi-centennial of Wicklifie's 
translations into English, will occur 
next summer, and it is proposed to 
make the event memorable by puttinc 
the revised Now Testament before the 
public at that time. The suggestion 
has been made, and will probably be 
adopted, to print the present version 
and the revised version on oj)posite 
pages in the new edition, so that read- 
ers can see at a glance the alterations 
in the new, and also make theDi.s<?lves 
acquainted with tho paragraph .^ yle 
thereof.' The poetic parts of both Tes- 
taments are to be printed in poetic 
measure rather than in the present pro- 
saic style." 



THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 



It has been thought that one of the 
chief advantages of the^electric light 
lies iii'ite cotnparativa safely.. It does 
hot explodis like kerosene, nor can it 



Ignite ilying-curtams- liko gas. Cuu- 
dron and servants cannot get at the 
flame without breaking the globe that 
holds the vacuum, in which tho flame 
would go out. All this is comfortable 
to think of, and wo suppose it is in sub- 
stance trustworthy. But there is a 
bitter drop even in the honey fjof. thia 
cup. A fatal example is immediately 
at hand in proof. At a theatre in 
Birmingham, England, a I\Ir. Bitu.vo, a 
musician, has just been killed on the 
spot by the machinery of an electric 
light. " The London fum^s gives details 
of tho accident, from which it a[)pears 
that Bruno unfortunately caught hold 
of two brass connections at such a mo- 
ment as to receive tho full shock of the 
electric current, generated by a battery 
used to sujjply the lanuis of tlio build- 
ing. Biiuxo was unable to let go the 
brass connections, and sank down in- 
sensible, dragging thotnT with him. 
Medical aid was useless, for, in spite of 
rtvcry restorative, tho poor man soon 
died. Of course, with a light battery, 
uo such danger as this would exist, but 
the accident shows that in many cases 
such risks from electric lights would 
have to bo provided for.
